Dr. J. O. Ducker of Chicago is at the 
Baptist Sanitarium, on Taylor avenue. He 
is gaid to be suffering from epileptiform 
meningitis, and his physician, Dr. Frank 
R. Fry, 3133 Pine street, refuses to let any 
one see him. 

Dr. Ducker was arrested in Chicago Au- 
gust 19 on a charge of attempting to com. 
mit mayhem. In detail he is charged with 
conspiring to mar his wife’s beauty, possi- 
bly to blind her, by hiring a man to throw 
vitmiol on her. He is uncer bond to ap- 
peap for trial in Chicago next Monday. 
It said that he is mentally as well as 
physically afflicted, and will be unable to 
appear. Dr. Wilkes, superintendent of the 
Baptist Sanitarium, says he is following 
Dr. Fry’s instructions in not allowing his 
patient to be seen. As to Dr. Ducker’s 
mental condition Dr. Wilkes said his mind 
was clear at times. 

The story of the contemplated vitriol! 
throwing is this: 

Charles Hill was formerly a farm hand 
in Southern Illinois. He drifted to Chicago 
and was looking for work when he en- 
countered a man whom he says was Dr. 
Ducker. This man told him that a woman 


named Mrs. Ducker had alienated the affec- 
tions of his sister’s husband. He promised 
Hill $10 if he would throw vitriol on her 


ac 

Hill accepted, so he says, and was in- 
structed how to form Mrs. Ducker'’s ac- 
quaintance. He was given the vitriol, but 
when he saw the woman her beauty of face 
and kindness of manner caused him to re- 
Agnt. He showed her the bottle and told her 
the whole story. Later he confessed all to 
the police. Acting under instructions_of 
detectives, it is claimed, “‘hé corresponded 
with Dr. Ducker, and had séveral inter- 
views with him. These were overheard by 
detectives, who Were concealed. Then Dr. 
Ducker was arrested.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 13.—Another 
interesting phase of the row over the 
christening of the battleship Kentucky was 
brought out to-day, when Maj. B. G. Thom- 
as, the veteran Kentucky horseman, who 
gave Miss Richardson, a bottle of whisky 
over 100 years old, to be broken over the 
prow, wired to ascertaitn what had become 
of the almost priceless l-quor. 

It was shown that the bottle containing 
the highly-prized corn juice had been sent 
by Miss Richardson to Hilary A. Herbert, 
then Secretary of the Navy, to be kept un- 
til the ship was ready to be christened. 

It also developed that Secretary Herbert 
and Grover Cleveland, then President of the 
United States, had ‘‘sampled” the bourbon 
and found i¢ of such rich and rare “bead” 
that they had promptly drank it all, both 
agreeing that such precious stuff should not 
be wasted by being poured into the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

This is the story of the bottle that. is told 
by ex-Secretary Herbert to his friends. He 
adds with a smile that the whisky was the 
best that he ever tasted and that the Presi- 
dent was delighted with the flavor. The only 
regret expressed by either was that the bot- 
tle was a small one. 

When news of this disposal of the liquor 
intended for the christening of the Ken- 
tucky gets back to Louisville, there will be 
probabiy a ‘“‘hot time in the old town.”

their acceptance of the autonomous feature 
of the government proposed by Spain have 
not returned in a single case, which seems 
to confirm the report that some of them 
have been hanged py the insurgents anu 
others have elected to remain with tht 
enemy.

He described both men as about 25 years 
old and shabbily dressed in dark clothes 
and soft hats. 

At the brewcry Monday ft was stated 
young Mr. Busch had not been at his desk 
there for a week. He was not at home, 
and nothing was known there of the loss 
of his diamonds.

An Alleged Agreement Produced by 
Mrs. Shirk’s Counsel, Promising 
_ Her a Compensation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEDALIA, Mo., Dec. 13.~In the. Pettis 
County Circuit Court to-day Judge George 
F. Longan granted a decree of divorce to 
Judge William 8. Shirk of this city against 
Ida CC, Shirk of St. Louis, on the grounds 
that her conduct had been such as to make 
his condition unbearable. No alimony was 
granted her. Some of the most prominent 
men of Sedalia testified that as citizen, 
husband and father, Judge Shirk had al- 
ways been looked upon as a model man, 
The defendant was not present nor was she 
represented. by counsel. 


Mrs. Shirk and her counsel tried to have 
the case thrown out of Court Saturday on 
the ground that the Pettis County Court 
had no jurisdiction, the contention being 
that Judge Shirk was a resident of St. Louis. 
This motion was overruled. 


Mrs. Shirk’s counsel then produced a 
document which they alleged was an agree- 
ment between the parties to the suit coming 
within the statutory meaning of collusion. 

This had no effect and Mrs. Shirk and 
her counsel left the court-room. 

Following is a copy of the alleged agree- 
ment, which was given out by Attorney 
Higdon of counsel for Mrs. Shirk: 

“Whereas, There is pending in the Circuit 
Court of the City of St. Louis a suit in 
which Ida C. Shirk is plaintiff and W. S. 
Shirk ts defendant; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, A suit, similar in its purposes, 

is pending in the Circuit Court of Pettis 
County, Missouri, in which said W. S. Shirk 
is plaintiff and said Ida C. Shirk is defend- 
ant; and, 
“Whereas, It is desired by and between 
the said parties that the differences exist- 
ing between them shall be settled as far as 
it is possible to do so without a contested 
trial of said causes; and,

The bill prov for a commission to con- 
sider labor conditions and all matters that 
affect them. The commission is to be made 
up as follows: Five members to be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House, five 
members to be appointed by the President 
of the Senate and nine by the President, 
The members of the commission are to 
represent both business and labor, and no 
moran is to be given to any one of the 
political parties. e questions which the 
commission are to consider are immigra- 
tion, labor and manufactures.

This bill is 
particularly intended for the railroads. Its 
aim is to provide for mediation in all dis- 
putes over wages and hours which may 
arise between the railroad managers and 
thé railpoad men.

He has turned from an advocate 
at the bar to be a teacher of the science of 
finance, 

The Comptroller’s address before the 
Commercial Ciub to-night will tell how it 
is that the United States is the strongest 
nation on earth in material resources, 
and in the patriotism of its people, but 
the weakest of all in its financial systein. 
Mr. Eckels arrived in the city Sunday even- 
ing and registered at the Planters’ Hotel 
and later dined with ex-Gov. Francis. 

“Do you agree with the President's cur- 
rency recommendations?’ the Comptroller 
Was asked. 

“I think they are very good as far as 
they go. 

He does not go far enough, in my opin- 
fon, when he says certa'n things ought to 
be done if possible. Things that ought to 

done should be done especially when 
they so vitally touch the country’s bus!i- 
nese life. The President admits that the 
$346,000,000 greenbacks and $12,000,000 Sher- 
man legal tenders should be taken up, and 
would, I dare say, like to see it done; but 
it is a conditiona! problem with h'm. Those 
notes are simply a debt, and the only way 
to Ret rid of a debt is to pay it.’’ 

“How would you pay such a vast gum at 
one time?’ 

“I would issue long term 2% per cent gold 
bonds and call those tenders in. hen 
these issues could be made gold certifi- 
cates.”’ 

“Will Congress take any decisive action 
on the currency question?’ 

“Sentiment in favor of: its doing so is 
growing at Washington, and I think the 
result will be some kind of action along 
the line of the President’s suggestions.” 

“Will the Dingley bill” produce enough 
revenue to pay current expenses?’ 

‘“All-tariff bills are problematical. So far 
the bill has mot been the success predicted 


- for it, but as times improve the revenues 


will increase, and it may produce better re- 
sults. ; 

“*Have the times improved as rapidly with-

“No. There is greater. confidence, how- 
ever, in all lines of business. It should 
be remeenbered that for three or four years 
past the condition of the country could 
appropriately be compared to a man after 
a long spell of typhoid fever, His recovery 
must be gradual.

SAVE PIETSCH’S SLAYER’S 
LIFE. 


SELF-DEFENSE IS THE PLEA. 


Katie Wellman, Who Almost Swore 
One Man’s Life Away, Is & 
‘State Witness. 


The case of Charles De Pue, charged with 
murder in the first degree, was on the doc- 
ket of Judge Flitcraft’s court Monday 
morning. It was passed down until noon, 
to permit the Court to clear his docket of 
several minor cases. 

In the afternoon the work of selecting the 


De Pue jury was begun. At its conclusion 
the defendant’s counsel announced that 
they would take the usual twenty-four 
hours allowed by law for challenges. The 
trial proper will begin Wednesday morning. 

De Pue, a youth, shot and killed Moritz 
Pietzsch, an old srooes. in his store at 
Twelfth and Brooklyn streets, November 
10, 189. The police allege that the mo- 
tive for the murder was robbery, but the 
prisoner declares he shot the old man be- 
cause Pietzsch insulted a girl friend of his. 

Attorneys Charles Noland and Clement 
Yore represent De Pue. Monday Mr. Yore 
stated that self-defense would be the plea, 
He said at the proper time they would pro- 
duce in court the young girl whom Pietzsch 
is alleged to have groesty insulted and for 
which he was shot by DePue when the lat- 
ter called on him to demand an explanation 
and apology. . 

Mr. Fore would not divulge the name of 
this witness, but said she was a young girl 
of eminent respectability and great beauty, 
with whom De Pue had been keeping com- 
pany. De Pue himself has corroborated 
this statement on several occasions, but 
has repeatedly said that he would go to the 
gallows before he would disclose her name 
or ask her to appear as a witness in his 
behalf. 

Pietzsch fs alleged to have had evil de- 
signs upon the young girls in the neighbor- 
hood. The most important witnesses against 
De Pue is Katie Wellman, one of Pejtzsch’s 
alleged victims, who was in the grocery at 
the time of the crime. She swore that 
Pietzsch was killed by Dennis O’ Leary. He 
was arrested, held by the Coroner’s jury, 
and only succeeded in proving his inno- 
cence after several weeks in the Court of 
Criminal Correction.

He says it is impracticable that 
the road should be so speedily disposed of, 
and that theré Is every disadvantage to the 
Government in having the sale made this 
week. Further than that he declined to 
speak until after he shall have told the 
court what reasons and facts he had to pre- 
sent in favor of stponement. 

Charles Blood Smith of Topeka, attorney 
for the Kansas Pacific trustees, and Laur- 
ence Greer and Winslow Pierce of New York, 
counsel] for the Reorganization Committee 
of the Pacific Railway lines, will act to- 
gether in making an argument before Judge 
Sanborn in opposition to that of ex-Gov.

What Cable Costs. 


‘These filled a page of the Post-Dispatch. 
Cabling from Europe pointe costs 10 cents 
a word, but even that does not give a true 
idea of the cost; in fact, as yet we have 
no accurate idea ourselves and will not 
have for some weeks to come, The reason 
why you will understand fror this illus- 
tration from the news colu.awng of the 
Christmas Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

In the first column of page one you will 
find a short item of special cable, barely 
an inch and a half long, from Caracas, 
Venezuela, concerning the reconciliation 
between Great Britain and Venezuela. It 
was doubtless overlooked by thousands and 
thousands who thought they read yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch carefully. From the 
Western Union Telegraph Company you 
will ascertain that the cable rate from 
Caracas to New York, where the message 
went on to our own leased wires, is $3.15 
a word. A Press rate scales this slightly, 
the lowest cut being to $2.14 a word. On 
its arrival in New York this skeletonized 
message contained thirty-eight words. 
There it was edited and placed on the 
leased wires, coming into the Post-Dispatch 
office at an added cost of about a quarter 
of @ cent a word. So that the little item 
of about one and one-half inches long rep- 
resents an outlay of about $82.

Lithographers Astonished. 
The production of the colored supplement 


Woman's World, at the rate of 12,000 copies 
per hour, astonishes even the oldest lith- 
ographer. To print at this rate the ald of 
the most expert workmen is necessary, The 
process is too complicayved for brief lurid 
explanation. The artist presents his draw- 
ing in black and white. This is photo- 
gravured and the original colored by an ex- 
pert colorist, himself one of the most capa- 
ble illustrators in America to-day, but de- 
voting himself to making colored combina- 
tions of the drawings of others. 

Four plates are necessary for each pict- 
ure. The preparation of these is looked af- 
ter by Mr. Sehug, who has for thirty-five 
years been a leader and experimentor in 
photo-engraving and the allied arts. After 
the plates are prepared whole days and 
nights are spent placing them for the 
presses. A small fraction of an inch of 
miscalculation of alignments would change 
the color throughout the picture by making 
one color print upon another which it isnot 
intended to, giving a color or tint entirely 
unsuited.

the Pulitzer patiaing. The Post-Dispatch 
maintains in its St. Louis office the largest 


force of artists and photo-engravers em- 
ployed in any one office in the West. This 
does not exclude from the comparison any 
newspaper West of New York City. The 
combined force employed in the St. Louls 
office and [fi the New York office for hand- 
ling silver prints from the World’s Art De- 
partment exceeds the combined force of art- 
ists of all Other papers, daily, Sunday and 
weekly, published in the city of St. Louis. 
A Sixth Section Impossible. 

“Yesterday's production taxed the me- 
chanical plant of the Post-Dispatch to its 
limit and necessitated abandoning a special 
miscellaneous section. But as through cour- 
tesy to the little ones their .section was 
separately paged, the compact of the 
Christmas Post-Dispatch to issue 70 pages 
was substantially carried out. Orders by 
telegraph received at the business office on 
Saturday night made it necessary to go to 
press at‘11:45 p. m., and precluded all pos- 
sibility of adding a sixth section to the 
paper. 

“One of the most interesting sights I have 
ever seen in newspaper work was that of 
last Saturday night in the mailing depart- 
ment. In mailing rooms Nos. 1 and 2 and 
the counting-room, which was temporarily 
utilized as a mailing-room, and in the car- 
rier’s room, under the building at 511 Olive 
street, 287 men were engaged in arrang- 
ing the various sections, the papers stacked 
about thé walls and in immense piles rose 
and rose like a flood, threatening to fill every 
inch of space anad finally exclude the work- 
ers from their quarters. As each section 
came from thé press-room it was added to 
those already in the handling departments, 
Then, a few minutes after midnight, every- 
thing was in readiness for the last news 
section, comprising an 8-page newspaper 
and the &page Want Directory, held to 
accommodate the very latest Want ads, 

The Mail-Room Army. 

The army of mail-room and carrier-room 
assistants was in readiness. The first 
bundle arriving on the continuous traveling 
paper elevator was greeted with a hearty 
shout. Then the real work of the night 
began. The news sections were quickly 
enfolded with their companions, wrapped 
in self-directed wrappers, dropped into the 
United States mail bags by the Post-Dis- 
patch weighers, and soon shot along the 
chutes into the caravan of wagons strung 
out from Olive street through the alley to 
Locust street and east as far as Broad- 
way. The imgulfing flood began to recede 
with the 287 hands at the pumps, and at 
6 o’clock in the morning the 112,705 pounds 
of paper had been handled and the rooms 
were all cleared again. 

The size of yesterday's paper is not unin- 
teresting.

The strike is ended. -The Consolidated 
ard Madison companies have agreed to pay 
the Springfield scale of- 37 cents a ton, The 
miners have won the greatest victory in 
the history of their organization or of 
coa] mining in the West. 

The settlement was reached at a confer. 
ence held in Glen Carbon, Ill, Saturday 


night. 

The conference was attended by Manager 
A. J. Moorshead of the Madison Company, 
Manager J. GC. Simpson of the Consoll- 
dated Company, State President Hunter of 
the United Mine Workers, William Hefli, 
assistant district president, Theodore H.

GEN. JUSTUS M'KINSTRY'S DEATH. 


GEN.. JUSTUS M’'KINSTRY., 


Arrangements for the funeral of Gen. 
Justus McKinstry, who died at his home, 
4360 Clayton avenue, will be made imme- 
diately on the arrival] of his son from Ypsi- 
lanti, Mich. 

Many old friends and acquaintances 
called at the residence Monday and looked 
their last upon the remains of the stal- 
wart old soldier who for so many years 
was a prominent figure in the history of 
St. Louis, alternately feared, hated and re- 
vered. 

Gen. McKinstry had a war record long 
before the rebellion. He was born in Hud.- 
son, N. Y., about 1815, and graduated from 
West Point in 1888. He served in the various 
Indian wars, distinguishing himself by 
bravery in the first’'Seminole war in Flor- 
ida, and then in the Mexican war. After 
the battle of Vera Cruz he was transferred 
to the uartermaster’s Department, and 
afterwards ees on Gen. Winfield Scott's 
staff with Lee and Beauregard. He was 
_ bpeveted for gallantry on the fleld at the 

battle of Churubusco, and at the taking of 
the City of Mexico, Gen. Scott made special 
mention of him in his dispatches. 

McKinstry spent the succeeding six years 
in California, on the Mexican boundary sur- 
vey. From there he went to Florida and 
engaged in the last Seminole war, which ter- 
minated thirty years of Intermittent trouble 
with the Indians. ‘He was left at Tampa 
Bay to dispose of the Government property 
accumulated there, and then wae ordered 
to Washington, where he remained until 
1860 


Just before Fort Sumpter wae fired on 
the situation In the West was threatening. 
Reving bands of Confederates in Texas had 
captured eeveral small areenals, and feare 
were expressed for the St. Louls arsenal, 
which then contained 60,000 stands of musk- 
ets, 20 barrels of pewser several cannon 
and quantities of shot and accoutrements, 
It was wholly unprotected, 6ave for one 
watchman. leaac H, Sturgeon, then assist- 
ant United States Treasurer at St. Louis, 
had $1,000,000 in his vaults, and he wrote 


rivately to President Duchanan requesting’ 


hat soldiers be gent for the protection of 
the Arsenal and Treasury. he President 
sent forty men, under Lieut. Robinson and 
Gen. McKinstry, then quartermaster, re- 
ported to Mr. Sturgeon, 

Under the eneuing contest for the Arsenal 
between Blatr and Lyon on one aide, an 
Gov. Jackson and Gen, Price on the other, 
McKinstry was appointed provost marshal, 
and never did medieval tyrant rule a people 
with a stronger, flercer hand. But he abom. 
inated red tape. eing a direct, forceful 
man he dealt directly and personal) 
the people and the Government. n 
way, when Gen, Frank P. Blair had 
control of the town, he Incurred lair’s 
Giapleasure. Blair finally charged McKin- 
atry with irregularities and after twenty- 
five years of service he was cashiered. 
Everybody yet believes the irregularities 
were purely technical. 

During his service as Provost-Marshal he

was cordially hated and universally feared. 
Many old citizens of St. Lou's felt the 
weight of his power, and not a few were 
by, him consigned to prison. He equipped 
95.80 men here, and drew upon the citi- 
zens for supplies. When he assumed com- 
mand only one business house displayed 
the Unton flag, and many firms refused to 
sell goods to the Government, except for 
cash. McKinstry had a way of ofdering 
troops to go and get what he needed. From 
the finm of Pomeroy, Benton & Co, he took 
(00 pieces of cotton goods at one time, and 
after that the business men generally yield- 
ed without much protest. 

His personal courage was never, im- 
peached, He issued a proclamation com- 
manding all saloons and public gardens to 
be closed on Sunday and forb:dding the 
playing of music by. bands on the streets 
and at public places on that day. All obeyed 
except an Alderman who kept a garden at 
Fourth and Wainut, who sold beer and 
had a band of music. McKinstr went 
there in citizen's clothes alone, pulled the 
Alderman out at the point of a pistol and 
carried him off to jail, He effectually en- 
forced the Sunday law. Soon afterwards 
an indignant crowd of 6,000 Germans sur- 
reunded Gen. Fremont’s headquarters «at 
Fighth and Chouteau avenue and demand- 
ed McKinstry’s removal.
